Gambler Costello Challenges Probers 


Link Mexico's Red Embassy to Spies in U.S. 
Reveal Agents 
Told to Flee 
Before Arrest 
Greenglass Says 
He Got Word to 
See Russ Diplomat 


NEW YORK, (AP)—The Rus- 


sian embassy in Mexico City was 
pictured in the atom spy trial to- 
day as being ready to aid spies 
fleeing the United States to avoid 
arrest. 


David Greenglass, 29, a confess- 


ed spy who was employed on the 
atom bomb project at Los Alamos, 
N. M., _ said his brother-in-law, 
Julius Rosenberg, gave him elabo- 
rate instructions for contacting 
the Russian ambassador in Mex- 
ico. 


On Trial With Wife 


Rosenberg, 33, an electrical 


engineer, is on trial with his wife, 
Ethel, 35, and radar expert Mort- 
on Sobell, 33, on charges of con- 
spiring to spy for Russia in war- 
time. The charge carries a possible 
death penalty. 


Greenglass returned to the wit- 


ness stand today after relating 
yesterday that less than a month 
after the first atom bomb was 
dropped on Hiroshima he gave 
Rosenberg plans for a later-model 
bomb. 


He said Rosenberg tried several 


times to get him to flee the United 
States after learning of the arrest 
of Dr. Klaus Fuchs in England on 
espionage charges. 
. 


Greenglass said he ignored the 


advice, but that Rosenberg re- 
newed the pressure after the ar- 
rest of Harry Gold, Philadelphia 
chemist, as a spy for Russia. 
- Greenglass said Rosenberg gave 
him $1,000, promised him $6,000 
more, and gave him these instruc- 
tions: 


Go to Mexico 


Go to Mexico City. Write to the 


Russian 
ambassador, sign the 


letter "I. Jackson." Say something 
in it favorable about the Soviet 
position in the United Nations. 


Three days later go to the 


Statue of Columbus with a travel 
guide. When a contact approaches, 
say "it is a magnificent statue. I 
am from Oklahoma." 


The contact would reply that 


there were more beautiful statues 
in Paris. The contact would give 
him money and a passport. 


From Mexico City, he was told 


to go to Vera Cruz. Thence to 
Sweden. 


In Stockholm-, he was to follow 


the same procedure at the Statue 
of Linneas and make contact with 
a man who would arrange trans- 
portation to Czechoslovakia. 


Write Soviet Diplomat 


In Czechoslovakia he was to 


write to the Soviet ambassador, 
this time signing his full name. 


Greenglass said he was told to 


memorize the instructions and not 
to write them down. 


Greenglass, who once worked 


as a foreman at the Los Alamos,

Non-Farm 


People (domestics) in non-farm

A domestic must have been em- 


ployed at least 24 days by the 
same house-holder in a quarterly 
period and earned at least $50 in 
that quarter.

Don't Rely on Almanac, Get 
Vet to Diagnose Abortion Cause 


URBANA—If your cattle abort, 


don't rely on the family «lm«ti 
for a diagnosis, but call in your 
veterinarian instead. 


That's the urgent suggestion to- 


day of Dr. M. S. Cover in the. Uni- 
versity of Illinois College of Veter- 
inary Medicine. He says it takes 
an expert to diagnose the cause of 
abortions in cattle. 


One of the most 
important 


causes is brucellosis. Dr. Cover 
advises farmers who suspect bru- 
cellosis, or Bang's disease, to have 
their entire herd blood-tested by a 
local or county veterinarian. 


Another type of premature 


birth of calves Is caused by tri 
chomads. This infection may cause 
a cow to lose her calf between the 
sixth and 16th week of pregnancy 
Dr. Cover says the abortion often 
occurs so early that the owner 
doesn't realize what has happenec 
and he may think the cow simply 
failed to settle. 


A third cause of abortion is a 


germ known a vibrio. In this case 
abortions may occur between the 
second and seventh months of 
pregnancy. The infection usually 
begins rather suddenly in a herd 
and then dies out. It may or may 
not recur the next year.

Sheep May Be 
Overlooked as 
Profit Makers 


URBANA—Sheep are the most 


neglected but most profitable live- 
stock in Illinois right now. 


That's what Roy Burrus, Casa 


county livestock man, believes. 
And why not? Sheep numbers in 
Uliiioia and the nation, are exueme- 
ly low. And last year Burrus 
cleared S40 net profit per head 
from each of his 55 ewes. Now he 
has expanded his flock to 110 
ewes. 


Most of this return came from 


80 acres of hilly pasture, formerly 
waste brushland, which was 
cleared by hand. The 55 ewes had 
82 lambs, and Burrus figures the 
ewe's wool pays for her winter 
'eed. So the lamb gain on pasture 
is largely profit. 


Burrus started raising sheep 


only last year. He says he followed 
he recommendations of the Dixon 
Springs Experiment Station of the 
University of Illinois "right down 
the line." In his opinion sheep have 
a low investment and require little 
abor, but give you high returns.

Jacoby on Canasta 


Frozen Pack Can Be Stone Wall 


By OSWALD aACOBY

I wonder how many Canasta 


players know the story of the goat 
who repeatedly charged at full 
speed into a stone wall, knocking 
himself unconscious several tunes 
an hour. A bystander asked the 
goat's owner: "Why does he do it? 
Is he blind?" 


The owner answer*. "He ain't 


blind. He Just don't giva a hang!" 


When I see the way some intel- 


ligent and otherwise prudent play- 
ers go all out for a frozen pack, I 
come to the conclusion that they 
also don't give a hang. For the 
benefit of those readers who don't 
enjoy charging into a stone wall, I 
offer the following advice: Don't 
compete for a frozen pack when 
the opponents have *. far better 
chance to win it. 


For example, suppose you and 


your partner each have only six 
cards, while the opponents each 
have ten cards. Both sides have 
melded, and one of the opponents 
now freezes the pack. Should you 
try to win the discard pile? 


Not if you're in your right mind. 


You need a terrific combination 
of good luck for your side and 
stupid play by the opponents to 
get that pack. Just console your- 
self with the thought that you 
can't win every hand. Let the 
enemy take the pack and get their 
own wild card back. What can't 
be cured must be endured. 


In such a situation, try to give 


the pack away early. Make the 
most dangerous discards immedi- 
ately. 


There's no harm in losing a 


small discard pile; but you don't 
especially want to lose a really 
big one. Even if the opponents 
manage to win several small piles, 
that is better than letting them 
win one big one that contains just 
as many cards. Every time an 
opponent picks up the pack, he 
gives up the chance to draw from 
the stock. By making him pick 
up several small piles you make 
him give up several draws from 


the stock—from which he might 
get additional wild cards or red 
threes. 
* * * 


Q—I had three jacks and two 


wild cards on the table. The pile 
was frozen. I had two jacks in 
my hand to take the pile in case 
a jack was thrown. The player 
at my right threw a jack, and I 
wanted to take it. The opponents 
aid that I would then have eight 
cards in my canasta of jacks. 
They claimed that seven was the 
limit. Was this correct? 


A—No. you need at least sev- 


en cards to make a canasta, but 
there Is no rule against having 
more than seven. 


» * » 


Q—Both sides had melded. The 


pack was frozen. A ten was dis- 
carded to me, and I put a pair of 
tens down on the table. I then 
added the ten from the discard 
pile. I wanted to continue to meld 
some of the cards in the pile, but 
my opponent >said I could meld 
only the tens at that turn. 
I 


could put the discard pile in my 
hand and could meld from it at 
my next turn—but not at that 
turn. Were they right? 


A—No. You were entitled to 


put the pile in your hand and 
continue melding at that same 
turn. 
• • * 


Q—Are you allowed to take the 


last card of the stock and meld 
out? If so, are you allowed to 
make a discard as you meld out? 


A—Yes to both questions. Vou 


are allowed to take the last card 
of the stock and meld out; and you 
may or may not (as you choose) 
discard at this play.

"A campaign that might have changed the whole history of r& 


lations between the westerjn world and Soviet Russia was permitted 
to fade away," he wrote. 
"These decisions were made at a high level." he continued. 


He did not spell out the name of Roosevelt, who had asked Cordell 
Hull not to call him "president" at a state dinner, but to speak of 
him as "the commander-in-chief." 
The decision was, Clark says, 


"one of the outstanding1 political mistakes of the war." 


But it was a military mistake, 


too, perhaps the military error 
was even primary. Clark said 
that, m Eisenhower's place, he 
probably would have insisted on 
the southern 
invasion because 


Eisenhower's job was to destroy, 
as quickly ss possible, the Ger- 
mans opposing him. Eisenhower 
has expressed the same stupid, 
self-serving 
view. 
But, 
if 
he 


could cut off the Germans by 
going through the Balkans and 
coming between them and the 
Russians, and if the Germans 
were trying even then to sur- 
render to ua but refusing to sur- 
render to the Russians, why was 
it military wisdom to destroy the 
Germans? 
What would we give 


today for the manhood, deter- 
mination and military skill of 
those Germans on a line against 
Russia? 


Clark 
wrote 
that 
Eisen- 


hower told Churchill that "an at- 
tack into the Balkans might be 
more productive of British-Amer- 
ican 
political 
objectives," 
but 


considerations in a "democratic" 
country were the duty of the 
high political leaders. 
The old 


grads of West Point high learn 
the Constitution by heart and 
swear to defend it. But the way 
to promotion and pay makes a 
detour around the nature of the 
government 
prescribed. 
Under 


the Democratic political machine, 
the brass went Democratic. This 
is no mere coincidence. 


"The Russian viewpoint I con- 


sider most interesting," Clark 
wrote. 
"Stalin was one of the 


strongest boosters of the inva- 
sion of southern France. 
He 


knew exactly what he wanted in 
a political as well as a military 
way. The thing he wanted most 
was to keep us out of the Bal- 
kans which he had staked out 
for the Red army. But I never 
understood why, as the situation 
changed, the United States and 
Britain failed to take another 
look at the overall picture." 


Across the Adriatic, Tito was 


beckoning the British and Amer- 
icans to come into Yugoslavia, 
and 
"beyond Yugoslavia 
were 


Vienna, Budapest 
and Prague. 


Tito's 
partisans 
would 
have 


been of great assistance in ad- 
vancing through the mountain 
passes to Vienna." 


Clerk understood that Roose- 


velt had toyed with the idea but 
that Harry Hopkins did not en- 
courage him. 


Clark quotes a French military 


expert who wrote that a military 
commander "must strive, above 
all, to terminate a war in such 
a manner that the military sat- 
uation, in the end, should be one 
which his country should desire 
for military reasons. 
It is rare 


to find an instance where strate- 
gic incompetence is so openly 


admitted." 


Clark agreed with this esti- 


mate from a military standpom£ 


Later, when he was in Aus- 


tria, he came to understand the 
tremendous advantages that we 
had lost 


"In view of Tito's attitude at 


the 
time," 
Clark 
wrote, 
"it 


seems to me that his break with 
Stalin might have come even 
sooner and that our friendship 
with Yugoslavia could have been 
cemented by military 
coopera- 


tion then. As for the rest of 
Balkans behind the iron curtain 
the difference has become only 
two obvious. Had we been there 
before the Red army, not only 
would the collapse of Germany 
have come sooner but the influ- 
ence of Soviet Russia would have 
been drastically reduced."

hower's blame in this horrible 
betrayal of the western world?

"Why no television?" query in this manner: 
" . . . foi: the past two years all major television studios 


have been informed that such telecasting rights are avail- 
able. Furthermore charges for telecasting rights are nom- 
inal. 
"Thus far the IHSA has had no takers. While the studios have 


been interested, they have held back chiefly because of two obstacles. 
(1) Transmission of the pictures from Champaign to the nearest 
telecasting facilities involves both beaming and co-axial cables.
